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Housing in England. 

The second reading debate on the Eng. 
lish Housing Bill began yesterday in the 
House of Commons. Dr. Addison's ex- 
planation of its provisions will #mpress 
Irishmen with two facts which hitherto, 
perhaps, they have not appreciated, The 
first fact is the gravity and urgency of the | 
housing problem in England and | 
Wales. Owing to the interruption of | 
building there is a present deficit of | 
about 350,000 houses for the working 
classes, and many thousands of the exiat- 
ing houses have become unfit for habita. 
tion. In London, Liverpool, and other 
great cities the slum problem has taken an 
aggravated form. Dr. Addison computes 
that 3,000,000 persons live in conditions 
which make them an easy prey to tuber- 
culosis and other diseases. In Ireland we 
need about 65,000 new houses. In Eng. 
land and Wales at least half a million are 
required, and the séheme will involve not 
only a vast clearance of slum areas, but 
a very large amount of building on open 
groutid.

THE AMERICAN FORCE. 

Reuter’s Agency learns that the American 
forces tleppatched to Northern Humaa are 
under the command ol Brigadier-General 
Richardson, an expert in Arctic work. He left 
England a week ago, with four hundred men, 
having been preceded by detachments of similar 
strength. The Americaus, who were despatched 
in two American cruisers, are largely railway 
experts, and their special work is to improve 
and keep open rail communications with the 
Murmansk coast. The American Force now at 
Murmansk and Archangel numbers five 
thousand men. 


THE FINNISH RISING. 

Reuter’s Agency learns that the Finnish 
Legion which is ¢o-operating with the Allies at 
Murmansk is composed mostly of refugees who 
came to Murmansk for protection, and were en- 
listed by us last summer, when all possible 
fighting material was urgently needed. They 
proved to be excellent troups, of good fight- 
mg quality, but have recently evinced a strong 
desire to be repatriated. To achieve this ob- 
ject the British authorities have been trying 
to secure an amnesty for them from the 
Finnish Government, eo that these men may 
return home. The negotiations have, however, 
been unavoidably deluyed, -and the Finns, 
probably as a result of Bolshevik agitation, 
have lately been becoming restive at their 
enforced inaction.
